well  marked  disease;  in  other  cases  it  may 
only  lower  the  vital  tone.  Thrtre  is  ih> 
sickness,  tierhaps.  neither  is  there  any 
vigor  am!  ene.rgv— but  in  their  stem! 
weakness,  depression,  both  physical  and 
mental.  The  impurities  of  the  water  are 
acting  as  a  slow,  secret  poison  to  the 
fountains  of  strength  and  vigor. 

The  jiopular  lielief  is  that  water  is  pu¬ 
rified  by  passing  through  the  8oii,  the 
earth  acting  as  a  filter  to  detain  impuri- 
tic-  This  is  true  to  a  certain  extent. 
Foul  water  poured  upon  the  surface  of 
the  earth  will  have  "parted  with  nios^of 
the  grosser  contamination  6y  the  tiinf  it 
has  reached  a  depth  of  ten  or  fifteen  jteet 
The  soil,  acting  as  a  strainer,  will  iWAin. 
mechanically,  the  large  particles  of  filth, 
hut  will  -til!  permit  those  in  a  finely  di¬ 
vided  >tate  to  pass  on  A  liquid  may  look 
perfectly  clear  to  the  eye,  not  the  surliest 
particle  ban  lie  seen,  ami  yet  it  may  con¬ 
tain.  in  solution,  a  large  amount  of  for- 
i-igu  matter.  The  clearness  of  water  is 
not  a  sure  proof  of  its  purity. 

While  the  soil  has  power  to  purify  foul 
water  to  A  large  extent,  yet  after  a  time 
it  lo-cs  that  |s>wer  At  first  it  detains 
the  impurities  mechanically,  but  these 
impurities  increase  as  the  filthv  water 
continues  to  enter  the  soil  till  it  becomes 
saturated  with  them,  and  will  no  longer 
retain  them  Moreover,  this  filth,  sode- 
po-ited,  begins  to  decompose,  aiul  water 
passing  through  these  saturated  strata, 
instead  of  being  purified,  acquires  an  ad¬ 
ditional  foulness  lieyond  that  with  which 
it  entered  the  soil,  so  that  the  agent  re¬ 
lied  u|>on  for  protection  becomes  the 
source  of  danger. 

Another  source  of  w  ater  contamination 
has  generally  eseaped  notice  and  consul 
e ration.  'Hie  foul  water  from  many 
sources  poured  iqion  the  soir  deposits  its 
filth  ;  this  decomposes  and  sets  free  nox¬ 
ious  gases  which  traverse  the  pores  of  the 
soil  in  every  direction.  These  gases  min¬ 
gle  with  the  purer  water  of  the  soil  and 
become  a  source  of  contamination. 

Who  has  not  heard  this:  “This  well 
when  I  first  dug  it  furnished  water  As  soft 
ax  rain-water,  but  of  late  years  it  has  be¬ 
come  hard  and  is  no  longer  fit  to  wash 
with  ”  ?  Why  shonld  not  this  be  the  nat¬ 
ural  history  of  the  well  ?  The  water  was 
soft  to  begin  with,  but  the  soil  has  tmen 
receiving  for  years  the  wash  from  sink; 
privic-  and  stables  ;  what  wonder  if  the 
suits  which  this  befouled  waste  carried 
have  tinally  found  their  way  to  the  well 
and  changed  the  soft  water  to  hard?  The 
growing  hardness  of  the  water  is,  in  fact, 
a  danger  signal,  declaring  growing  con¬ 
tamination.  The  hardness  which  pre¬ 
vents  tlie  use  of  the  water  for  washing, 
should 'much  more  wa^n  against  its  use 
for  drinking.  .  .  . 

For  a  time  the  soil  will  be  kind  and  de¬ 
tain  the  filth  poured  into  It  and  the  water 
will  retain  its  purity.  But  the  time  will 
inevitably  come  when  the  kind  soil  will 
be  inadequate  to  the  task  imposed  ujion 
it  It  can  do  much  in  this  direction  It 
c;ui  detain  tons  of  filth  from  mingling 
with  the  water,  but  it  cannot  detain 
thousands  poured  in  yearly  iuyeasing 
quantities  upon  it.  It  must  at  last  be 
wearied,  ami  liecome  itself  a  source  of 
water  pollution.  It  is  impossible  to  be 
otherwise  unless  the  stable,  natural  laws 
can  lie  annulled  and  inevitable  conse¬ 
quences  divorced  from  their  efficient 
can-es.  Sooner  or  later  the  water  slip 
ply  do  rived  from  wells  must  lx*  contami- 
ik»te<>.  ... 

There  are  two  or  three  matters  which 
might  to  receive  some  notice.  One  of 
them  is  this— the  fallacy  of  any  general 
rule  as  to  the  distances  at  Which  wells 
max  tie  located  from  sources  of  contam¬ 
ination  ami  lie  safe  Every  now  and  then 
rules  are  given  that  wells  can  lx*  safe  if 
hs-atod  from  forty  to  fifty  feet  from 
•  Ijraiiis.  privies,  or  stables.  1  found  one 
well  which  showed  most  palpable  signs 
of  contamination  which  was  more  than 
double  this  distance  from  the  manifest 
source  of  tilth.  Contamination,  under 
certain  eireuiustaucep,  may  snread  hun- 
dr.ds  of  feet  through  the  soil.  No  safe 
rule  as  to  such  distances  can  be  given. 
The  only  sure  way  is  to  examine  the 
Water  in*  the  well  ’directly.  We  cannot 
-»•«*  through  the  soil  and  discern  what 
hidden  and  devious  channels  the  water 
m. iv  have  Often  th*y  prove  unexpected. 

Wells,  to  afford  the’  best  water,  should 
la-  as  deep  as  possible — (they  should  be 
tight  from  top  Jo  bottom,  only  allowing 
tli.-  water  io  come  in  at  tl»e  bottom  The 
'Jvantage'of  this  form  of  well  is  that  the 
-oil  i-  lnaHe  to  filtrate  the  water  to  the 
utest  extent,  or  in  the  popular  phrase, 

-or face  water  "  is  excluded. 

The  question  arises,  What-iaip  lie  done, 
under  existing  circumstances,  to  secure 
pure  water  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes'  Two  courses  of  actiuh  are 
open  The  first  may  be  called  corrective. 

As  the  contamination  of  our  wells  arises 
from  tilth  thrown  ui*>n  the  soil  from 
houses  and  stables,  a  rigid  system  of  sew 
age  would  In-  a  more  or  less  effective  cor- 
rection  All  liquids  from  houses  should 
find  their  way  into  water-tight  conduits 
and  tie  carried  away,  and  not  be  ailowed 
to  come  in  contact  with  the  soil.  All 
privv  vaults  and  all  receptacles  for  ma 
nure  should  lx*  fight  at  bottoms  and  sides, 
so  as  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  their 
contents  finding  their  way  into  the  soil. 
This  course  would  do  much  to  prevent 
contamination  of  wells,  but  only  for  the 
somewhat  distant  future.  The  soil  is 
already  saturated  with  filth,  ,and  much 
time  tii ust  elajise  before  it  is  exhausted. 
This  system  is  further  defective  in  this, 
that  it  will  not  pre  vent  the  contaiMnat  ion 
which  must  come  from  the’ use  of  manure 
upon  gardens  and  other  cultivated  land. 

The  second  and  best  course  to  pursue 
is  to  take  water  from  outside  of  the  vil¬ 
lage  from  the  imrest  source*  accessible. 
Springs  located  outside  of  cultivated 
lamb}  afford  the  best  water  for  domestic 
purposes,  and  should  have  the  prefer¬ 
ence.  .  .  ..
